DML MONTESSORI PRESCHOOL FIRE AND EARTHQUAKE DRILLS FOR STUDENTS: 
Preparing Young Heroes By: Milton Jinsen Phoa 


The DML Montessori Preschool with the assistance of QCDRRMO and the Bureau of Fire Protection held its Fire and earth- 
quake drill for the students last September 20, 2023. These are essential educational tools designed to teach the students how 
to stay safe during emergencies. These drills are vital for preparing young minds to respond calmly and effectively when faced 
with potentially dangerous situations.

06 By Reinforcing the idea that adults and caregivers are there to protect and guide them 
during emergencies, and ensuring that kids know that help is available and that they are 
not alone. 


Empowering Kids and Building Confidence: 


Teaching students that they have a crucial role to play in ensuring their own safety and the 
safety of others. This empowerment can boost their confidence and reduce anxiety
